was to be no J31ue or Gray but a com- 
mon brotherhood, a message of peace 
riduiir upon the flood tide of war. 


This is the message of the fail of 


Armistead. The Jail of a s'ingle indivi- 
dual iu a civil war can mean little but 
his fall happened to be a type, per- 
sonifying the very apothesis of frater- 
nal warfare.
